To the inhabitants of the Town of Newfields, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs; 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Newfields, on Tuesday the fourteenth 14th day of March, 1989 
at two o'clock in the afternoon until nine o'clock in the 
evening to act upon the following subjects: 


BUSINESS MEETING TO BE HELD AT SEVEN-THIRTY O'CLOCK P.M. 


1. To choose all necessary Town and School District Officers 
for the ensuing term. 


Mle Uigs, see what action the Town will take toward the 
acceptance of reports of Town Officers as printed in the Town 
Report. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, 
in case of disaster, to apply for, contract for, receive and 
expend Federal Funds for disaster relief. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal 
or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedure 
set forth in RSA 31:95-b. 


5. To see if the Town will grant a discount of 2% on taxes 
paid thirty days after the tax bills are mailed by the Tax 
Collector. 


6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
Short Term Notes in anticipation of taxes. RSA 33:7. 


7. To see if the Town will authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept prepayment of Real Estate Taxes for the year 1989, RSA 
80:52-a. i 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to repair 
or demolish the Boy Scout house on Church Street. The cost 
not to exceed $1000.00. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000.00 dollars to make necessary repairs and 
improvements to the Town S8all for Fire Safety Code 
requirements, as listed by the State Fire Marshall. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000.00 to make structural repairs to the Town Hall 
as recommended by the Committee appointed for this purpose by 
Article 17 of the 1988 Town Warrant. 


ll. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum Of $2,400.00 to replace the culverts on Dixon Avenue and 
Oaklands Road which are collapsing. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
Sum of $2,100.00 to replace the catch basin at the foot of 
Squamscott Street to prevent flooding at the bottom of the 
street. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $950.00 to prepare and pave the middle section of the 
Salt shed. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $34,000.00 to shim and pave one mile of Town roads. 
Those roads being Mast Road, River Road, New Road and 
Oaklands Road. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to pave the ditch on the south side of 
Hilton Avenue, from Route 85 to the catch basin at Pleasant 
Street. The purpose is to reduce silt build up on private 
property. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
Sum of $250.00 to help defray the costs and expenses of the 
Richie McFarland Center in Stratham. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for a Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
program, sponsored by the Rockingham Regional Planning 
Commission, as our share for this year 1989. 


18. On the petition of Ray Buxton, Jr., and 14 others, to see 
if the Town will vote to move the gates and bars on Old Lee 
Road to the northerly corner of the Buxton property, Tax Map 
208, Lot 10, for the purpose of building. Ray Buxton, Jr. 
will submit drawings to the appropriate Town board for 
upgrading of said road to Class V status. The work will be 
done at Ray Buxton, Jr.'s expense and will provide a 
temporary turnaround or hammerhead at the end of the road for 
school bus and snow plow usage. After the road is completed, 
it will be inspected by the Road Agent, Town Road Engineer 
and Selectmen. ~electmen may then vote to change the road 
status to Class V and extend the gates and bars as requested. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,600.00 for the purchase of a new radar unit for the 
police department and to accept any funding available from 
the New Hampshire Safety Agency. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
Sum of $15,700.00 to hire a second full-time police officer, 
Co.start.Julyyl pel 9894 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
Sum of $3,000.00 to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for 
the future purchase of a new police cruiser. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Town Water 
District, consistent with the boundaries as established by 
the Selectmen in accordance with RSA 52:1, and as described 
upon a plan on file within the Town office dated February 7, 
1989, together with a written description of said boundaries 
attached to such plan. 


23. In the event Article 22 passes, the Selectmen will call a 
meeting of legal voters living in the proposed district to 
choose necessary officers to serve until the first Annual 
Meeting of the Water District in accordance with RSA 52:2. 


24. In the event Article 22 and 23 fail to pass, to see if 
the Town will vote to authorize the Water Commissioners, with 
approval of the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
revenue. 


25. In the event Article 22 and Article 23 fail to pass, to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Newfields Water 
Commissioners to spend not more than $40,000.00 for 
engineering studies for the future growth of the Water 
System. Such monies are available within the Water 
Department funds. 


26. In the event Article 22 and Article 23 fail to pass, to 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$200,000.00 to connect Well #6, which is owned by the Town, 
in the Dunlin subdivision, to the existing water mains on 
Main Street. Appropriation to include design/engineering 
costs, well house, pumps, water mains and installation. 


27. In the event Article 22 and Article 23 fail to pass and 
there is an affirmative vote on Article 26, to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow a sum or 
sums, not exceeding in the aggregate $200,000.00 and to issue 
in the name and on the credit of the Town negotiable notes or 
bonds thereof, said notes or bonds to be repaid as determined 
by the Selectmen. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $125,000.00, and remove from the Capital Reserve Fund 
the $25,000.00 voted previously at the 1988 Town Meeting, 
with acczued interest, for a 3 bay addition to the Fire 
Station.

29. In the event of an affirmative vote on Article 28, to see 
if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to borrow a 
sum or sums, not exceeding the aggregate $125,000.00 and to 
issue in the name and in the credit of the town negotiable 
notes or bonds thereof said notes or bonds to be repaid as 
determined by the selectmen. 


30. In the event that Article 28 fails to pass, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 
to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for the future 
addition to the Fire Station. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,000.00 to survey the Fire Station lot prior to 
construction to establish the Station's boundaries and lot 
lines. 


32. On the petition of Bruce White and 12 others representing 
the Newfields Youth Athletic Association, to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for 
the improvement and maintenance of the Alfred Conner, Jr. 
Playing Fields to help defray costs of the organizational 
programs. 


33. To raise and appropriate the sum of $498,726.00 that may 
be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year, 
exclusive of all special articles listed above. 


34. To hear reports of any committee heretofore appointed and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


35. To transact any other business that may legally come

RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant) to the collector 
within thirty days of receipt of approval of the tax rate unless for good 
cause the time is extended by the department. The collector shall within 
thirty days after receipt of the warrant from the selectmen (assessors) 
send out the tax bills unless for good cause the time is extended by this 
department. 


RSA 76:ll-a Information Required. The tax bill which is sent to every 
person taxed, as provided in section II, shall also show the assessed 
valuation of all lands and buildings for which said person is being taxed. 
The 1988 rate breakdown reflects approportionate share of the Reimbursement 
a/c Property Exempt by 1970 Special Session for each unit of government. 


RSA 76:13 provides that interest at 12% per annum shall be charged upon all 
taxes except resident taxes not paid on or before Dec. 1, except that in 
the case where a tax bill was sent to a taxpayer on or after November 2 and 
before April lst, interest shall not be charged until 30 days after the 
bills are mailed. The collector shall state on the bill the date from 
which interest will be charged. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from which interest will 
be charged and this date is determined by the date you send the last bill 
on the list committed to you. RSA 76:13 also requires that you notify this 
department in writing of the date on which you send the last bill. There 
is enclosed a form for this purpgse.

A motion wus made © 
to keep the polls open unti£ nine P.M., 40 that voting could continue thru | 
the husiness meeting. The modenaton said that the meeting was heing taped. 
James Ryan said that the audit was still heing done, hut when 4t was £inishi 
it would he posted at the Town Hall and also the Post Office. 


Anticle 7 To choose all necessary Town and Schook District Officers ~£onr 
the ensuing team. 
The Modenaton announced that this had heen going on 4ince two 
o’ clock and woukd continue thru the husiness meeting until 
nin gers ge.

Nine Thousand Five Hundred Sixty-Eight Dothans ($399,568.00) 
that may he necessary to defray Town changes for the ensuing 
year. Exckusive of akk speciak antickes as Listed akove. 
James Ryan, Selectman read the Town Budget at this time. 
The finst item in the hudget that was questioned was the 7own 
Officers Sakanies that were questioned hy Jeanne Connor why the 
increase and Ryan exphained there were some salary increases | 
involved. $7,000. sakary £or Town Chenrk, $7,600. sakary for 
Tax Coklkectonr. Selectmen & Jown 7neasurer each received a 
$200. salary increase. Buikding insurance $3,000. Juanitonr 
salary was changed to he in the T7own Officers Expenses instead — 
of Town Officers Sakanies. 
Town Officers expenses increase was due to hining a full time 
Secretary for the Selectmen at $7,500. a year sakary. Being in 
the Selectmen's Office three mornings a week an also attending © 
alk Selectmen’s Meeting. 
The extna monies on the hudget for Ekection & Registation 
Expenses was due to this heing election year and the extra 
expenses fon having checkhList’s fon the Supervisor of the 
CheckList needs to have printed for each ekection. 
The Pokice Department Budget, Nike Dakey, Chief got a 10% 
naise and the Pant-7ime Pokicemen got a 50F raise. 
The $50,000. proposed hkudget for the Town Maintenance brought 
a Lengthy discussion.

REPORT OF THE NEWFIELDS MOSQUITO CONTROL COMMISSION 1988 

Mosquito control projects in 8 communities experience a year 
of transition during 1988. In the past, 8 towns hired 5 separate 
supervisors to run control programs. Today, one director and a 
crew of 8 battle these pestiferous insects. 

As Director, I had several challenges facing me: hire and 
train a crew; learn new territory; operate mosquito control pro- 
grams in 8 towns. I worked from an office in the Rye Town Hall 
while my foreman, Jeffrey Hollinger, and his crew worked from 
the Exeter Town Offices where they received daily orders from me. 

New problems emerged for Newfields mosquito control program. 
The equipment I inherited had been poorly maintained and needed 
extensive repairs. The equipment repair account was overspent by 
June lst, but many crew members proved helpful with maintenance. 
During periods of repair, other towns would loan their truck or 
Sprayer. Previously, 2 vehicles with truck mounted sprayers were 
available to adulticide, but this past season we had only 1 truck/ 
Sprayer available for 6 routes. Since adulticiding can only be 
done under certain weather conditions, split shifts were done at 
See ee em. and / “p.m. 

Before any spraying could be done, the map of the spray route 
had to be updated. The driver reads from the map locating bodies 
of water, apiaries and areas not to be sprayed to avoid unnecessary 
contamination of these areas. The driver is not authorized to alter 
a spray route without my consent. The driver should be informed 
when your property is accidentally missed and I encourage residents 
to call either the Rye office at 964-9264 or the Exeter headquar- 
ters at 778-0591 and leave a message. 

Adulticiding is a very small yet visible portion of the mos- 
quito control program. The majority of our time is devoted to con- 
trolling mosquitoes at the source - freshwater Swamps in the spring 
and the salt marsh in the summer. The first generation of mosquitoes 
hatch in March or April from eggs laid the previous season. The crew 
surveys potential breeding sites and treat with an appropriate in- 
secticide only when sufficient numbers of larvae are found. 

During the 1988 season, prolonged heat and strenuous work proved 
to be debilitating and the crew was forced to work slowly to avoid 
heat prostration. The crew deserves special praise for their efforts 
during those heat waves. Although breeding occurred weekly from 
July through September, the crew was let go due to lack of funds 
on September 11. I propose increasing the number of work hours next 
season in order to increase our service to the Town. 

After more than 2 decades of research, an ecological approach 
to mosquito control, Open Marsh Water Management (OMWM), has been 
developed. OMWM uses natural fish predators rather than insecticides 
to control mosquito larvae. OMWM has proved more than 90% effective 
in reducing the mosquito population without the use of insecticides. 
OMWM is a long-term project with immediate results. 

The war with mosquitoes is a difficult one. We are trying to 
lower the number of mosguitoes to a tolerable level without harming 
the environment. This difficult task is accomplished through the 
cooperation of many and the Commission would like to thank the resi- 
dents of Newfields for their continued support. If you have ques- 
tions or inquiries concerning mosquito control, please contact me 
at 964-9264 or call 778-0591 and leave a message.

The Town of Newfields has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, 
and accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial statements. 


In addition, the Town has not capitalized the cost of property and equipment 
purchased by the water department. No depreciation was recorded on those 
assets not properly capitalized. Generally accepted accounting principles . 
require that property and equipment of enterprise funds be capitalized over 
the useful lives of the assets. 


In my opinion, except for the effects of the omission of a statement of 
general fixed assets and the effects of such adjustments, if any, as might 
have been determined to be necessary had the water department's fixed assets 
records been auditable, as discussed in the preceding paragraphs, the combined 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position 

of the Town of Newfields at December 31, 1987, and the results of its | 
operations and the changes in financial position of its proprietary fund types . 
and similar trust funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.
